I know Rale well, and 
his views on soccer. Let 
me Say this, that Rale is 
not a defensive coach, 
which is what many people 
have labelled him. 

Rasic instills super-dis- 
cipline into his team, and 
any opponent of a Rale 
Rasic team knows it will 
not get a smooth ride. 


Rale is not a negative 
thinker. His teams attack 
when they can attack, and 
defend when they have to 
defend. I have great re- 
spect for his coaching abil- 
ity. 

St George managed to 
draw 1-1 with Adelaide 
City in Adelaide not so long 
ago.

The recent under 16 
national championships 
set me wondering again 
about the low standard 
of skill of our young 
Australian players. 


On the big pitch at the impres- 
sive St George stadium! watched 
boys giving 100 per cent physical 
commitment, yet how rare it was 
to see a moment of sheer skill. 

These were the best players in 
the nation at under 16 age level but 
almost all of them were devoid of 
poise and artistry. 

Those few who possessed it 
were seldom able to show it in the 
soccer ‘battles’ which took place 
four times a day, 

I suppose I should not have been 
disappointed. 

The players are products of our 
unsatisfactory junior soccer 
system which rewards the strong 
ané the willing with trophies but 
gives little to encourage skill. 

Australian soccer is more than 
100 years old, yet its local players 


unior $s 


rarely rise above third or fourth 
division English standards. 

The English Football League is 
only 80 years old, whereas Syd- 
ney’s State league club Granville 
is 100 years old. 

There are three main reasons 
why young Australian players do 
not develop the skills of the Eu- 
ropean counterparts. 

One is the crazy junior system 
which pitches them into 11 a-side 
games on full-sized fields from the 
age of five. 


Another is the lack of good 
models for youngsters to base 
their games upon. Few of them go 
to professional games or see top 
soccer on television. 


I, like most of my era, never re- 
ceived any coaching whatsoever. 

Yet we were able to develop 
reasonable skills, in some cases 
superlativeshills, simply by imita- 
ling professional stars. 

Aussie youngsters seldom see 
such Soccer stars and never on a 
regular basis, as they can see 
tennis stars, or the hereoes of 
cricket, Aussie Rules and Rugby 
League. 


During my years at Sutherland 
and St George | was involved in 
the early development of many 
young players who went on to win 
national team places with Austra- 
lia. John Roche, Alan Griffiths, 
Col Bennett, Steve Perry, Brendan 
Grosse, John O'Shea, Neville 
Morgan and Mark Jankovics all 
have made a big impact on the 
Australian soccer scene. 


Yet all of these players were 
terribly devoid of skill as young 
teenagers. 

Dedication and determination 
brought massive improvements, 
yet how much better could all of 
them have become if only they had 
received the correct grounding as 
boys. 

With Australia’s soccer future 
being put at the feet of our locally 
developed players it is imperative 
that our junior set-up be 
recognised.

The games I saw on the St 
George stadium were an upgraded 
version of “‘kich forward and 
chase,’ which the players had 
been playing most of their young 
lives, 

One Sydney district, Manly, has 
tried to change this pattern by 
taking its players under 10 years 
out of its competition and putting

provided by Coca-Cola, $1.3 mil- 
lion for junior soccer, is going 
almost exclusively to help prepare 
this young elite for our junior 
World Cup challenges. 


The games are played on small 
areas and the goals are also reduc- 
ed in size.

going. 


On the other hand I do not be- 
lieve it should be up to each junior 
district to set its own rules for 
young players. 


Attention must also be directed 
at the very grass roots of our 
soccer where the basic skills are 
developed. 


The basic skills of soccer are 
learned mainly before the age of 
16, It is very hard to rectify bad 
habits learned by youngsters in the 
receptive years 9-11. 


With persuasion or if needed, 
coersion, it should be possible for 
the ASF to have a system, similar 
to that used by Manly for its very 
young players, adopted by every 
junior club in every State and dis- 
trict-in Australia.

Liverpool, winners of Eu- 
rope’s top club trophy in 1977 
and 1978 takes only a one goal 
lead to Russia after an uncon- 
vincing 2-1 first leg home win 
over Soviet champions 
Dinamo Tbilsis.
